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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of 
the prior art of record fairly discloses or renders obvious the claimed tool for 
electrochemical processing of microelectronic workpieces comprising a cabinet 
defining an interior enclosure and an electrochemical processing station comprising 
a reaction vessel in the interior enclosure, a head assembly having a workpiece 
holder configured to hold a microelectronic workpiece, a transfer device for 
handling workpieces in the cabinet, an arm assembly including an arm to lift and 
rotate about the lift path and at least a first end-effector carried by the arm. 

Other embodiments include limitations to the power source, arm assemblies, 
head assemblies and a reaction vessel.
